GOOD many American patriots who 
sincerely want to keep America out 
of war seem to be emphasizing the wrong 
thing. 
In their zeal to play safe, they 
think it is dangerous even to sell war sup­ 
plies to countries that are defending them­ 
selves against the war-makers. 
Their at­ 
titude seems to be that the war-makers 
will resent this so much that they will turn 
and attack us. So they would rather have 
us stop helping to arni the Canadians and 
English and Greeks, and so on. 
Such timidity plays into the aggres­ 
sors’ hands. 
It is the way Hitler and his 
wrecking crew want us to feel. 
We have as good a right to arm our­ 
selves against aggression as any citizen 
has to arm himself against highwaymen. 
International law allows it and our own 
safety requires it. 
We also have a per­ 
fect right to sell or give arms to law­ 
abiding neighbors, to help them resist 
aggression. 
Undue squeamishness about this mat­ 
ter would probably result in Britain and 
her empire going down under the military 
power of the Axis. 
Then Hitler and his 
associated enemies of civilization would 
be vastly stronger and ready to attack us. 
We are helping the firemen next door 
to put out a fire. If we carry water they 
may succeed. 
Otherwise the house may 
bum down and our own house may catch 
fire from it. 


a group of potent Mid-western Republican 
leaders is scheduled to meet in Omaha this 
week-end to discuss what to do about him.

How many leaders will attend the 
Omaha conference is still in doubt. Some 
of the big shots, wary about being tagged 
openly with a move to axe Willkie, may 
not attend in person but will send less 
conspicuous friends to act as “unofficial 
observers”.

New Facts About the Hypothalamus 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
• For a year or more now I have 
been hearing my friends who dee 
vote their interest to the functions 
of the nervous system, refer to a 
mysterious region in the brain 
called the “hypothalamus.” I gath­ 
ered it was a sort of regulator. It 
has much to do with all those 
normally unconscious activities of

the body, such as the movements 
and secretions of the digestive 
tract, the tem perature of the body, 
sleep—as well as moods, emotions, 
personality reactions. It perhaps 
even regulated the regulators of 
the body—the ductless glands, the 
hypophysis which lies near it in 
the brain, the thyroid and adrenal 
glands. 
As I was profoundly ignorant 
of this region, I was happy to find 
last week that I could purchase a 
book on the subject. It is a very 
large book for such a very small 
subject. But I have found it most 
interesting and as far as a man 
can who has just read 970 folio 
pages, I now know about the hypo­ 
thalam us. 
Small Piece of Nervous Tissue 
It is, as I say, a very small bit 
of nervous tissue—this hypothal­ 
amus. It is a very old p art of the 
nervous system—present in ani­ 
mals far down in the scale of life 
before they have acquired a brain. 
It lies at the very base of the 
brain, near the hypophysis or pitu­ 
itary gland. It has nerve connec­ 
tions with the hypophysis and 
with many parts of the sympa­ 
thetic nervous system which con­ 
trols blood supply, stomach and 
intestinal movements, tem perature 
regulation, blood pressure and, 
through them, emotional response. 
“ Here,” said the late great Dr. 
Harvey Cushing, “in this well- 
concealed spot lies the very main­ 
spring of primitive existence — 
vegetative, emotional and repro­ 
ductive.” 
And to quote another great 
nerve physiologist, Dr. Foster 
Kennedy, it is “an instrum ent in 
command of vital rhythm .” 
Symptoms of Disturbance 
To put into ordinary language 
what the neurologists say about 
it, there are five definite forms of 
symptoms that are associated with 
disturbance here: (I) increased 
•leepiness when it is depressed, 
and insomnia when it is stimu­ 
lated; (2) sudden heating or cool­ 


ing of the body; (3) unnatural 
weight increase, especially in chil­ 
dren (Frohlich’s syndrom e); (4) 
water imbalance in the body — 
great thirst for no obvious cause; 
(5) motor irritability, even con­ 
vulsions. 
The tem perature responses pre­ 
sent a condition that must be fa­ 
miliar to many. 
The clinical picture is dramatic. 
Most striking is the rapid rise of 
tem perature, the relative warmth 
of the trunk and the icy dryness 
of the extremities. Venous blotch­ 
ing often appears in non-depend­ 
ent portions of the skin of the ex­ 
tremities and less frequently in 
the trunk. The small hairs stand 
on end and there is complete ab­ 
sence of sweating (anhydrosis). 
Thus it is evident that heat loss is 
reduced to a minimum as there is 
no sweating, and blood flow in the 
skin of the extremities is greatly 
reduced. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C. M.:—“I would like to know 
how many pounds a week a per­ 
son would lose by having only 300 
calories a day. (2) Could a per­ 
son lose height by drinking only 
a pint of milk a day ?” 
Answer—(I) On 300 calories a 
day, a person should lose about 
three pounds a week. This calcu­ 
lation is based on the assumption 
that the body will use its own 
fat to replace energy needs. (2) 
A pint of milk a day is certainly 
a reduction diet but not a well 
balanced one. It should not be 
continued for more than a week.
